1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



2. Claims 15, 18, 25-28 and 30 are pending and are allowed. 



3 . The prior art does not teach or suggest a method for treating an allergy against a house 
dust mite dermatophagoides pteronyssinus, which comprises administering the compound 
consisting of one of the following amino acid sequences selected from the group 
consisting of SEQ ID NO: 1, SEQ ID NO: 3, SEQ ID NO: 4 and SEQ ID NO: 5 to a 
patient in needed thereof. An isolated compound consisting of one of the following 
amino acid sequences selected from the group consisting of SEQ ID NO: 1, SEQ ID NO: 
3, SEQ ID NO: 4 and SEQ ID NO: 5. A pharmaceutical composition comprising the 
compound consisting of one of the following amino acid sequences selected from the 
group consisting of SEQ ID NO: 1, SEQ ID NO: 3, SEQ ID NO: 4 and SEQ ID NO: 5 
and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. The said compound is used to treat an allergy 
against a house dust mite Dermatophagoides pteronys sinus.
